Lincoln County Tennessee Pioneers v.28+ continues the journal of the same name published by 
my Mother, Jane Warren Waller, from 1970-1997. This revival is digital and freely available to an- 
yone with a web browser. The link to each issue may be found at the TNGenWeb Lincoln website; 
additionally, links to scanned copies of all prior paper issues may be found there. 


One major difference between the old paper version and the digital version (PDF) is that the digi- 
tal version has many links to other resources. Links to original documents (such as an image of a 
death certificate) and also links to “search pages” so that family historians may perform their own 
searches. Additional benefits of the PDF are ease of revision; and that it may be resized on the 
computer screen for ease of reading. Also, there is no need for an index since document searching 
replaces it AND Google will index all of it. A word or phrase in blue with a line indicates a link. 
Please “control click” on links as they are sometimes surprising. 


After some names, you will see a reference number such as LZDC-2HZ which are links to Family 
Search Family Tree. “Control/click” retrieves the genealogical record for Samuel Jones, an early 
LCT pioneer. You may be prompted to log in or create an account.

AN ACT for the relief of A. P. Smith, Trustee of John Goodrich, deceased, and J.C.

Wuereas, one George Gee, a freed man of color, died 
in the county of Lincoln, in this State, in the year 1850, 
leaving property to some extent, and leaving a wife, and 
children, that were then and still are slaves; and 
whereas, the said George Gee, before he died, made a 
last will and testament, which was duly proved and ad- 
mitted to probate, in which be appointed said John 
Geodrich his executor, who qualified and entered upon 
the duties as such; aud whereas, by said will, his prop- 
erty was directed to be sold and the proceeds to be ap- 
plied by said executor, as trustee, for the benefit of his 
Wife and children, and, whereas, said executor in his 
life time sold said property and made considerable ad- 
vancements to said beneficarics under said will; and that

Mimosa 

Mimosa, six miles northeast of Fayetteville midway the beautiful Mimosa valley with its 
smaller valley's (Hamestring and Lane Branch) and hollows (Waggol, Possum, Toddy, Redd 
Paint, Wells, and Shoestring) began to be settled as early as 1806 following the treaties with 
the Cherokees and Chickasaws. 

Among the early settlers before 1820 were the Alexanders, Ashbys, Bates, Coalters, 
Congers, Forresters, Moores, Pamplins, and Pibas. By 1840, the Boaz, Buntleys, Deals, 
Graces, Hudsons, Johnsons, Keiths, Lanes, Mills, McAlees, Steetmans, and Warden's had 
established homes. 

At the peak of its life as a village, Mimosa had three stores, two blacksmith shops, a muller, 
three distilleries, a physician, and a post office, first known as Bucksnort, later changed to 
Mimosa. Today, a paved main road extending the length of the valley and county water lines 
through the areas make the community a close unit with the entire county. 

The first church, Old Canaan Methodist (1814) was buill in Hamestring Valley by Isaac 
Conger, the first Methodist circuit rider in the county, Bucheye Baptist Church (1834), Beech 
Grove Methodist (1887), and the Church of Christ (1947) continue to be active. 

Four known one-room schools (Lane Branch, Big Hungry, Johnson, and Longview) were 
replaced in 1911 by a handsome stone structures buill by the people of the community, two 
hired builders and a $400.00 contribution from the country. The building committee listed on 
the building stone was: J. J. Waid, C. H. Conger, J. M. Pamplin. Builders were: Finney and 
Brown. 

Students who attended the school and made recognized contributions were: Albert Hines, 
writer and philospher for the Nashville, Tennessee; Willa Mai Waid, composer and lyricist of 
the Iris Time in Tennessee, adopted as an official stale song in 1935; and Malcome Tate, 
widely known organist. 

Since 1954, the school building, in excellent repair with its orginal metal shingle rool, has 
been used as a community center. 

Until recent years, the land provided food and fiber for the independent inhabitants. The 
Pamplin apple orchard was a popular source of apples for Lincoln County. The raising of 
livestock and hay 1s the main farm industry today with many people employed in industries in 
Fayetteville. 

The Mimosa type of soil designated on the national classification of soil types is named for 
Lincoln County's Mimosa. 

In the early 1920's, the Leonard Little farm produced an international grand champion 
short horn bull.

This is the world’s largest collaborative tree with 1.2 
billion persons. 

No arbitration. Each person has an ID: the editor’s mother is: MW4S-JBW. 
WikiTree Free. 26 million names. Arbitrators resolve disagreements. 

The editor’s great-grandfather is: Warren-3692

Especially the 
Heritage of Lincoln County which for $100 (including shipping) is 

a bargain considering that it contains more information than any 
other book. Spanning over 800 pages, the book has 1,903 genealogical 
entries of the early and later families of the county. A full name 

index is at the end. 
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Pioneers of LCT Genealogical/Historical Research 
Jane Warren Waller 
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50° Anniversary Family Reunion 
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11 Nov 1971, Jane W. Waller wrote about Pioneers: “It kind of writes itself...with just the data I 
have, I could keep it going for the next 50 years.” 


Unfortunately, Jane herself couldn’t keep going for the next 50 years as we all would have 
hoped. This issue then is dedicated as a memorial to her. She spent 40 years researching her 
family, all of which had been in Lincoin County since before the Civil War. As such, despite the 
almost exclusive focus on Jane’s life and family, the subject matter is quite appropriate for this 
journal. In this issue, there are many quotes from Jane’s mother Ora S. Warren describing the 
personal life of Jane’s ancestors. Without these quotes, the list of ancestors would have been a 


drab citation of names, places, and dates. Genealogists, of course, are often delighted with just 
those simple details, but when we find something that makes our people “come alive” we are 
doubly thrilled. 


Quoting from Ora S. Warren’s letter of 17 Sep 1963 to Jane W. Waller: 

“You can always put a lot of credence in those old tales for they put stress on handing them 
down instead of records. I can understand why. Time so hard they didn’t even have paper to 
write on. P’ve heard Mrs, Warren [Ora’s mother-in-law] say ‘Not one scrap (even the smallest 
trimming) was ever burned or thrown away.’ A rag man would come & buy them for paper.” 





Jane Helen Warren was born December 4, 1924, in Civil District 8, Lincoln County, 
Tennessee. She was the daughter of Horace Blakely Warren and Ora Bell Smith and 
on both sides her ancestors were from Lincoln County since before the Civil War end- 
ed. Jane’s favorite ancestor was Mazie Dance (Jane loved to dance.) She graduated 
from Lincoln High School in the top three of her class and then entered the University 
of Tennessee (Martin Branch) graduating in 1945. 

Jane met her husband-to-be at a soldiers’ dance in Tullahoma, Tennessee and when 
he returned from World War II they were married on June 30, 1945. Her husband was 
George Frank John Waller who was from Chicago. In the next 52 years they and their 
children lived in Indiana, Tennessee, Texas, New York, Rio de Janeiro Brazil, Connecti- 
cut, Illinois, and Texas. Jane died Easter morning, March 30, 1997, in Conroe, Texas. 
She was survived by her husband and their four children: George Anthony Waller of 
Connecticut, Rebecca Ann Hall of Clarksville, Tennessee, Blake Edwin Waller of Den- 
mark, South Carolina, and Bruce Albert Waller of Conroe, Texas. 

Jane became interested in genealogy when my brother Blake was born in 1956. His 
baby book had a family tree to complete. For the next 40 years she explored the his- 
tory of our families. Her ancestry included four Revolutionary patriots, and four Con- 
federate soldiers (three of whom died in that War). She published many books and 
for 25 years she published Lincoln County [Tennessee] Pioneers which amounted to 
2,500 pages at her death. 
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
